DISSIPATING FOG BY -WIRELESS. | 
— 

The North Railroad ‘company in 
France is making experiments on the 
use of wireless waves for clearing 
away fog. It is well known that elec- 
tric waves act upon the water per- 
ticles which make up fog, so as to dis- 
solve them and turn them into vapor. 
Following this idee, it is claimed that 
as much as 600 feet can be eleared 
up in front of the electric wires which 
are sending out the waves, the fog be- 
ing at lehst partially dissipated, and 
this will have à great value in prac- 
tise, especially for raflroads and ves- 
sels at sea. The latter will have 
time to avoid éach other in this case.
